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My it pleaſe z9ur Lordſhip, 
E the Embroiderers, Drawers, and others concerned iri the 
further Improvement of Eaſt-1ndia Silks, and other Goods 
_ after their Importation, Humbly Crave leave to repreſenr 
to your Lord{hip, "That our Council informs us, "That rhe 
Bill now before the moſt Noble Houſe of Peers for reſtraining the Wear- 
gg thole Goods in Exe/and, Subjects all Noble Perſonages as well as Com- 
moners to an Indictment for wearing rhereot after the Firſt of May 1697. 
as it doth all Perſons whatſoever tor diſpoling of any of them, though long 
ſince brought in and paid for, or that thall be brought in before that day 
it worn or diſpoſed ot after. 

I. So that in Caſe of Death, or otherwiſe, your Lordſhip cawt Sell an 
Furniture of a Houſe that is [nd/az Wrought Silk or painted Calico, if leſs 
than Fifty Pound Valve. Y 

IT. And would your Lordſhip give it away, the Party receiving can't 
make uſe of it, nor is an Upholſterer or Taylor permitted to alter it or put 
any Engliſh Mazufacture to it : Which Purniture and Cloths in the Hands 
of the Nobility and Commons of Erg/and are modeſtly my cg worth 
a Million of Pounds Sterlizg ; notwithſtanding which the Weavers have 
GANGIBRBE to Addreſs the Noble Houle of Heers, and Alert it is Theirs 
and the Nations Intereſt at this time to Paſs the Bill, which makes all this 
uſcleſs, and to ſupply the Place with Norwich Staffs or Engliſh Silks. 

ITI. We had not at this time preſumed to Addreſs your Lordſhip, had 
tie Honourable Houſe of Commons taken the like Care which the Noble 
Houſe of Peers did before the ACt paſt for prohibiting Al/lamodes. 

It was Saturday before we knew our danger, and then about Twent 
of us met together who are Embrozderers, Drawers, and others who Employ 
the Foor in the like way, and have the ſaid Goods now on our Hands to 
upwards of One Hundred Thouſand Pounds ValJue, one Fourth part of 
which we are Debtors for ; and it the preſent reſtriction paſſes, we fear the 
whole quantity of Goods will yield little more than to diſcharge that Debt, 
and all the reſt loft : It being reaſonable to believe that People will give very 
little for that which they muſt not long enjoy. 

IV. Beſides our ſelves, there are more than a Hundred Families that we 
know of under the like Circumſtances, who though lels in Fortune will 
ſuffer more ſeverely, it taking from them their whole Subſliſtence. 

V. To Ship our Goods abroad is at preſent Fifty per Cent. Loſs, and the 
time Limited for wearing them being ſo ſhort prevents our Markets here, 
Which being ſo, We Humbly hope your Lordſhip will think it very equi- 
table and juit, Thar we may have Free Liberty to diſpoſe of the Goods 
bought, with our Fellow SubjeQts in the ſame Market, which are now lying 
on cur Hands. 

VI. Againſt the Bill in General, We ſhall Object no further than to the 
Damage it may do us in diminiſhing our Future l:velihood,and therefore moſt 
humbly intreat that the annexed particulars which are Manufactured here to 
an improvement equal ro our higheſt Wrought Silks may be excepted out of 
the Bill. And ifthis Requeſt (which we hope is very reaſonable,confidering 
it is only in Favour of our own ManufaQturers) be not allow d ; We humbly 
pray a Clauſe may be added to rhe'Bill. 

That we may. fell the Goods now tying on our hanas after the Prohibition takes 
place in ſuch Parcels as our Chapmen ana Cuſtomers have occaſion for, and not to 
be compel”d to ſell no leſs than 50 1. Value at a time,and that only for Exportation. 

And, 7 rat the Weavers Seal the Gooas in our hanas at the Prohibition day as 
w.zs doxe tefore by the Luſtring Company, that ſo we may have the Liberty of our 
beſt Market. 

And it your Lord{hipthinks not fit to relieve us herein, we humbly Pray, _ 

1hat the VVeavers be obliged to take onr Stocks of theſe Goods at prime coſt 
and be allo Five years time 10 ſell them in, they being as we conceive as fit to 
crane ther Employments, as they deem ts, this their Bill giving them a favour 
1 43; amount to the bearing ſuch a Leſs,
